III. Claims 8 and 9, drawn to a singing voice-synthesizing apparatus, wherein 
a singing voice synthesizing section imparts effects to the singing voice 
based on effects-imparting information inputted by an input section, 
classified in class 84, subclass 626. 

IV. Claim 10, drawn to a singing voice-synthesizing apparatus, wherein a 
setting section randomly sets a new singing-starting time point within a 
predetermined time range based on time information inputted by an input 
section, classified in class 84, subclass 623.
